In  1878  the  Selectmen,  upon  petition,  widened  and  straight- 
ened Water  street,  and  awarded  Parna  Towlc  $300  as  dama- 
ges. Shortly  after  the  award  they  were  enjoined  from  pay- 
ing tluit  amount  to  Parna  Towle,  and  the  mone}'  remained  in 
the  Treasury  of  the  town  until  February,  1882,  when  $390.30 
was  i)aid  Benjamin  R.  Perkins  by  order  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  $90.30  of  that  amount  was  for  interest  and  costs, 
wlileh  the  Selectmen  paid  under  protest,   believing  the  town 
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was  not  liable  for  interest  or  costs.  Three  thonsnnd  dollars 
for  town  bonds,  nine  hundred  dollars  for  hose  for  the  steamer, 
and  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  for  lengthening  the  hose 
tower  on  the  steamer  engine  house,  have  l)een  paid  witbont 
any  lax  being  assessed  therefor.

To  THE  Town  of  Exeteu  : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  to 
take  into  consideration  the  eleventh  article  in  tlie  warrant, 
viz  :  "To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
have  the  oldest  records  of  the  town  copied  for  the  purpose  of 
preserving  them,  and  what  snm  of  monej'  the}'  will  appropri- 
ate for  that  purpose,  and  also  to  see  if  the  town  will  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  purchase  a  suitable  safe  for  keeping  the 
records  of  the  town,  and  what  sum  of  money  the}'  will  appro- 
priate for  the  purpose,"  having  attended  to  that  duty,  recom- 
mend that  the  first  volume  of  the  town  records  be  copied  in 
a  more  legible  hand,  into  a  good  leather  bound  blank-book, 
said  copying  to  be  approved  by  Charles  II.  Bell  and  Bradbury 
L.  Cille}',  and  that  a  sum  nor  exceeding  $250  be  appropri- 
ated for  that  purpose. 

They  also  recommend  that  the  small  fire-proof  safe,  now

CHIEF  ENGINEER'S  REPORT. 


The  iinnufil  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1882  : 

The  department  consists  of  Chief,  and  fonr  Assistant  En- 
gineers, one  Engineer  and  Fireman  for  steamer,  and  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  active  firemen.  Tliere  are  five  com- 
panies in  the  department,  namely,  one  steam  fire  engine,  one 
hose  carriage,  one  hook  and  ladder  truck,  one  extinguisher, 
and  two  liand  engines.  All  the  apparatus,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  hand  engines,  are  in  good  condition. 

During  the  past  3'ear  we  have  been  ver}^  fortunate  in  re- 
gard to  fires.  The  onl}-  fire  of  an}'  consequence  was  that  of 
D.  F.  Hayes.  The  department  has  been  called  for  dut}' 
eight  times  during  the  3'ear,  at  three  fires,  and  five  alarms. 
The  estimated  loss  hy  these  fires  was  about  four  thousand  dol- 
lars, being  parth"  covered  by  insurance. 

As  in  my  last  report,  I  cannot  recommend  the  two  hand 
engines  fit  for  service,  as  the}'  are  not  reliable.  The}'  are 
old  and  have  seen  sei'vice,  and  cannot  be  relied  upon  in 
case  of  emergency. 

The  board  of  Engineers  would  recommend  the  purchase  of 
a  third-class  steam  fire  engine  to  fill  the  place  of  the  hand 
engines,  and  make  the  department  sixty  members,  instead 
of  one  hundred  and  fifteen,  thus  saving  to  the  town  more 
than  six  hundred  dollars  annually,  and  insure  a  good  and 
efficient  fire  department. 

A  good  fire  department  not  only  gives  confidence  and  a 
sense  of  security  from  danger  by  fire,  but  also  proves  a 
pecuniary  benefit  in  very  materially  lessening   the   rates   of 
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insurance,  la  these  d:i3-s  when  nearly  all  the  property  in 
cities  and  towns  is  insured,  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  from 
one-fourth  to  one-half  on  the  amount  which  would  he 
charged  b}'  insurance  companies,  in  the  absence  of  an  ef- 
ficient fire  department,  amounts  to  quite  an  item  in  the 
course  of  a  3'ear.  This  fact  seems  in  man}'  instances  to 
have  been  lost  sight  of.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  tax  pa3'er 
and  voter  to  exercise  an  intelligent  and  judicious  care  over 
such  an  important  matter ;  and  to  secure  wise  legislation 
and  liberal  provision  for  the  benefit  and  advancement  of  the 
fire  department,  in  enabling  them  to  place  themselves  upon 
the  best  possible  footing,  procuring  the  latest  improve- 
ments and  appliances  to  add  to  their  efficiency. 

Refusal  or  neglect  to  take  proper  care  of  so  important  a  fac- 
tor in  public  aftairs  as  a  fire  department,  is  not  on!}'  unwise, 
but  may  possibly  bring  unwholesome  fruits,  when  too  late  to 
remedy  these  errors. 

I  wish  to  return  ni}-  thanks  to  the  Assistant  Engineers, 
the  members  of  the  fire  department,  and  to  all  others  who 
have  given  their  aid  and  assistance.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


Ill  April,  1881,  according  to  the  statement  of  the  Select- 
men, the  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
fifteen  was  five  hundred  and  fifty-seven — two  hundred  and 
seventy-four  boys,  and  two  hundred  and  eighty-three  girls. 

The  largest  number  of  enrolled  scholars  in  the  public 
schools  was  four  hundred  and  lift3'-four.  To  this  number,  in 
order  to  make  an}'  just  comparison  with  the  statement  made 
]jy  the  Selectmen,  should  be  added  the  number  of  those  be- 
tween the  above  mentioned  ages,  now  attending  the  Semina- 

UISTUICT  ^'O.   1. 

The  schools  in  this  District  were  kept  for  thirty-six  weeks, 
divided  into  three  terms  of  twelve,  fourteen,  and  ten  weeks 
respectively.  The  names  of  the  teachers,  all  of  whom  have 
been  employed  throughout  the  year,  arc  as  follows  :  at  the 

High  School,  with  an  average  attendance  of  fort^'-one,  Mr. 
Albion  Burbaiik. 

Grammar  School,  with  an  average  attendtmce  of  forty-six, 
Mr.  Sperry  French. 

Sub-Grammar,  with  an  average  attendance  of  forty-five, 
Miss  Fannie  PL  Smith. 

Plains  Intermediate,  with  au  avenigc  attendance  of  forty- 
four,  Miss  Mary  A.  Burnham. 

Hall  Place  Intermediate,  with  au  average  attendance  of 
fiftv.  Miss  Sarah  Caverno. 
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Spring  Street  Primary,  with  an  average  attendanee  of 
thirty-nine,  Miss  Jennie  R.  Harvey. 

Grove  Street  Primary,  with  an  average  attendance  of  twen- 
ty-eight, Miss  Mary  E.  Calef. 

School  Street  Primary,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
fortj'-two,  Miss  Annie  R.  Dearborn. 

Prospect  Hill  Primary,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
thirty-six,  Mrs.  Kate  H.  Davis. 

All  these  names  are  fonnd  in  the  reports  of  several  years, 
and  the  present  committee  add  another  3'ear's  testimon}-  to 
the  value  of  tlie  services  of  these  teachers.  Man}-  visits 
have  been  made  to  all  the  schools,  enough  to  furnish  a  pret- 
ty intimate  knowledge  not  only  of  their  general  methods,  but 
also  of  the  success  each  has  had  with  the  various  classes,  and 
with  single  scholars  in  the  classes.  The  average  outcome  of 
their  work — and  it  is  b}'  this,  and  not  by  exceptional  cases 
that  a  teacher's  efflcienc}-  ought  to  be  measured — is  believed 
to  be,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactor}-. 

The  class  which  graduated  at  the  High  School  in  June,  num- 
bered eight.  The  closing  exercises  were  held  in  the  lecture- 
room  of  the  First  Parish,  and  were  highl}'  enjo3-ed  by  a  large 
audience. 

Fourteen  were  admitted  from  the  Grammar  to  the  High 
School,  after  passing  a  written  examination  in  Arithmetic, 
Grammar,  and  Geograph}'.  The  examination  papers  were 
more  neatly  and  accuratel}-  done  than  those  of  the  two  pre- 
ceding 3-ears.  This  gain  is  to  be  ascribed  largel}'  to  the  fact 
that,  now  having  only  about  fOrty-five  boj'S  to  look  after,  in- 
stead of  ninet^'-five,  Mr.  French  is  able  to  give  more  con- 
stant personal  attention  to  each  of  them.  It  is  this  persist- 
ent, careful,  searching  drill  which  the}-  need.  There  is  good 
reason  to  hope  that  this  j-ear's  examination  will  show  even  a 
better  preparation  than  the  last. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  3'ear  in  June,  twent}'  bo3'S  were 
promoted  to  the  Grammar  School ;  twelve  girls  to  the  Sem- 
inarv  and  twenty  bovs  to  the  Sub-Grammar  School   from  the 
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Intermediates  ;  and  Ibrtytwo  boys  and  girls  IVoni  the  Prima- 
ries to  the  Intermediates.  The  number  of  girls  offered  for  ex- 
amination for  the  Seminar}-  was  smaller  than  that  of  any 
previous  3'ear,  and  of  those  admitted  two  or  three  did  not 
join  their  class. 

The  Night  School,  of  which  it  is  proper  to  make  mention, 
although  it  was  conducted  by  volunteer  teachers,  was  begun 
early  in  November  and  ended  February  28.  The  number  of 
regular  pupils  was  about  thirty-five.  The  teachers  who  very 
generouslj-  attended,  were,  Mr.  Burbank,  Mr.  French,  Mr. 
Burley,  Mr.  Dow,  Miss  Mclntyre,  Miss  Gardner,  Miss  Bell, 
Miss  Ilazeltine,  Miss  Eobiuson,  Miss  Ilarvc}',  Miss  C.  Smith, 
Mrs.  Davis,  Miss  Moulton  and  Miss  French.  This  school 
has  heretofore  i)roved  to  be  of  great  service  and  deserves  any 
contribution  which  may  be  asked  for  its  support. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

The  school  in  this  district  was  taught  for  twenty-four 
weeks,  divided  into  two  terms  often  and  fourteen  weeks  re- 
spectively, by  Miss  Carrie  E.  Ellison.  It  was  her  first  ex- 
perience as  a  teacher,  but  she  readily  adapted  herself  to  the 
new  situation.  The  children  found  in  her  a  kind,  compe- 
tent and  exact  instructor.  Their  improvement  was  so  well 
marked  as  to  be  very  gratifying  to  all  interested  for  them. 

The  number  of  scholars  was,  in  the  first  term  twelve, 
and  in  the  second  term  thirteen,  a  larger  number  than  in 
either  of  the  two  previous  years. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

The  school  here  was  begun  November  28lh,  and  is 
still  going  on  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Jewett  Swasey.  Five 
scholars  have  been  enrolled  but  four  only  have  been  present 
for  any  [length  of  time.  In  addition  to  more  elementary 
work,  they  have  attended  to  book-keeping,  history,  and  high- 
er arithmetic. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  5. 

For  the  lirst  term  of  niue  weeks,  with  an  attendance  of 
sixteen,  this  school  was  tanght  by  Miss  Mabel  F.  Churchill. 
For  the  second  term  of  fourteen  weeks,  with  an  attendance 
of  twenty-one,  and  for  the  third  term  of  nine  weeks,  with  an 
attendance  of  seventeen,  it  was  taught  by  Mr.  Frank  N. 
French.  ]Mr.  French  has  devoted  himself  with  commenda- 
ble zeal  to  his  daily  work,  and  the  scholars,  at  the  visits  of 
the  Committee  have  given  excellent  proof  of  intelligent  in- 
terest in  the  studies  on  which  tliey  have  been  questioned. 
These  liave  included,  Ijesides  the  lower  branches,  history, 
algebra,  and  physiology. 

DISTRICT  NO.  G. 

This  scliool  was  taught  again  this  ^-ear  by  Miss  M.  A. 
Kimball,  for  twenty-six  weeks.  There  were  twelve  pupils  in 
the  first  term  of  eleven  weeks,  eleven  in  the  second  term  of 
ten  weeks,  and  ten  in  the  third  term  of  five  weeks.  No 
visits  were  made  b}'  the  Connnittee  in  the  last  short  term, 
but,  earlier  in  the  3'ear,  the  results  of  several  examinations 
were  very  creditable. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  an  act  in  relation  to 
the  appointment  of  truant  officers  was  passed.  It  is  inserted 
here  for  the  information  of  all  interested  in  promoting  good 
discipline  and  thorough  efficiency'  in  the  schools  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
( ieneral  Court  convened  : 

Section  1.  The  superintending  school  committees  and  boards 
of  education  in  the  several  towns  and  cities  of  the  state  are  hereby 
authorized  to  elect  truant  officers  for  said  towns  and  cities,  and 
to  fix  their  compensation  at  a  reasonable  rate,  whicli  compensa- 
tion shall  be  paid  by  the  respective  towns  and  cities. 

Sec.  2.  Said  truant  officers  may  be  discharged  by  said  com- 
mittees for  cause,  but  unless  sooner  discharged  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  sliall  be  appointed 
and  qualified. 

Sec.  o.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  truant  oflicers,  under  the 
direction  of  said  conmiittees,  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  state  and 
the  ordinances  of  said  towns  and  cities,   and   the   reffidations  ot 
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said  committees  not  repugnant  to  law,  in  regard  to  truants  and 
children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  not  attending  school 
and  without  any  regular  and  lawful  occupation,  and  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  such  children  at  school  in  obedience  to  law  and 
to  the  regulations  of  said  committees. 

Sec.  4.  Said  truant  officers  shall,  also,  if  required  by  said 
committees,  enforce  the  laws  in  regard  to  children  employed  in 
manufacturing  establishments,  without  attending  school  as  re- 
quired, and  shall  perform  such  service  in  that  behalf  as  may  be 
required  by  said  committees. 

Sec.  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  August  4,  1881. 

The  Committee,  b}'  the  above  stattite,  having  been  givtn 
the  authority,  and  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  of  other 
citizens,  decided,  a  few  weeks  ago,  to  appoint  a  truant  of- 
ficer, Mr.  JohnH.  Taylor  consented  to  serve.  It  is  not  to 
be  expected  that  he  will  find  much  to  do  in  this  new  posi- 
tion, but  now  and  then  of  late  years,  it  has  happened,  as 
ver}-  lately,  that  scholars  have  obstinateh'  persisted  in  stay- 
ing away  from  school,  despite  the  remonstrances  and  best 
efforts  of  parents  and  teachers — sometimes,  it  is  unpleasant 
to  say,  with  the  full  consent  and  direction  of  parents.  Such 
cases,  it  is  believed,  demand  the  interference  of  a  truant 
officer.  He  can  be  easily  reached  by  complaints  from  teach- 
ers, is  likely  to  be  readily  listened  to,  because  he  speaks 
with  the  authority  of  the  law,  and  also  can  be  of  great  ser- 
vice indirectly,  even  when  not  actually  appealed  to. 

It  may,  perhaps,  be  interesting  to  some  persons  to  com- 
pare the  number  of  scholars  of  this  year  with  that  in  the 
schools  twenty  years  ago.  It  is  to  be  remembered,  how- 
ever, that  this  3'ear's  enumeration  does  not  include  the  girls 
noAV  at  the  Seminar^',  lunnberihg  one  hundred  and  forty-two. 
The  items  are  taken  from  the  School  Report  of  March, 
1SG2.

toivn  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
town,  on  the  Second  Tuesday  of  Marcli  next,  at  ten  of  tlie 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  npon  the  following  subjects  : 

1 .  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said  meeting. 

2.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk. 

3.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers,  Auditors,  or 
committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  choose  one  Trustee  of  the  Robinson  Female  Semi- 
nary for  the  term  of  seven  3'ears. 

5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  mone}'  as  ma}'  be  necessar}'  for 
the  support  of  schools  ;  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  ;  for 
repairing  the  highwa3's  ;  for  repairing  and  building  sidewalks  ; 
for  building  and  repairing  bridges  ;  for  building  drains  or 
sewers  ;  for  the  payment  of  the  Town  debt ;  for  lighting  the 
streets  ;  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  decorating  the  graves 
of  Union  soldiers  ;  and  for  other  charges  arising  within  the 
town  ;  and  to  fix  the  price  of  labor  on  the  highways,  and  the 
pa}'  of  the  firemen  for  the  3'ear  ensuing. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  collect  the  highway 
taxes  in  money,  and  direct  the  manner  the  same  shall  be  ex- 
pended. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the
